‘They were now 
using Pacific time, The sun was only 
lost for a short time, but no darkness. 
Points touched were Fort. Wrigley, 
the smallest place of the lot with one 
or two whites as inhabitants, then 
Fort Norman, a fairly decent location 
June 21st. 
River water, somewhat muddy, was 
all that could be obtained, and they 
were glad to see the clear water of 
Bear River, There is a conspicuous 
high rock at the mouth o fthis river, 
and from its height they watched the 
sun turn the day, They had nothing to 
do but fish and the best time to do 
that was the short time the sun was 
behind the hills, that being the oppor- 
tune occassion for the fish to rise and 
take the bali. It is quite a job getting 
sleep at the Forts until one becomes 
uccustomed to the howling of the ind- 
jan’s dogs. Their: troubles started 
when they commenced to navigate 
the Bear River. Bad enough for the 
first 80 miles, then came the rapids 
‘The treight was taken up by canoe 
and kicker, the scow being lined up 
at times with a little help from the 
engine, The distance was about seven 
miles, When they loaded up again, 
and with the aid of the kicker and en- 
gine, got the scow eventually to the 
| lake, The Hudson Bay and Northern 
| Transport work this system to get 
their freight up the river, but of 
course are better equipped. and need

\lake; getting it up two tons at a time
